Tax Would Return Income 


of $390,000,000 Pur- 


ing Current Year 


WASHINGTON — (ff) — A balanced 


budget at the end of the fiscal year 
1934 is the goal of the administration 
tax increase program submitted Wed- 
nesday by Secretary Mellon to the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 


Citing a 5903,000,000 deficit last year 


and a prospective deficit of $2,120,000,- 
000 this year, Mellon estimated that 
there would be a deficit of $1,417,000,- 
000 in 1933, despite an increase in rev- 
enue. 


Mellon said the tax plan he sub- 


mitted would return $390.000,000 dur- 
ing the current fiscal year and $920,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year of 1933, be- 
ginning next July 1. 


It would include a selective sales 


tax, increase in Income and corpora- 
tion taxes, super estate tax and in- 
creases in surtaxes.

650 Square Miles Between 
Camden and Felsenthal 


Under Water 


storms averpging more fthan three 
inches in .south. Arkansas and north 
Louisiana, minor streams In widely 
separated sections went over • their 
banks Tuesday 'and swept into Smack, 
over and Cornie creeks, both already 
at flood stage. 


With no outlet for excess waters, 


'loods coursed through territory • sel- 
dom touched by high waters, and the 
surging water cut criss-cross patterns 
across Union county tonight. 


At least 650 square miles of low- 


lands are under water between Cam- 
den and Lock 6, near Felsenthal, The 
nundatcd 
territory, 
however, 
is 


jparsely populated, ahd few families 
have been forced to leave their dwell- 
ings. Fishermen and their families 
poled their houseboats nearer the hills 
and prepared to "ride out" the crest. 


A government quarterboat is being 


held in readiness to be sent from 
Monroe, La., to remove families of 
lock workers near Felsenthal if their 
homes are flooded. The water now is 
a scant foot above the Acre mound on 
which 21 persons are isolated 
five 


miles from the nearest land. Four 
children are taken to and from school 
each day by motorists—a trip of five 
wiles through trectops and floating 
debris to the village of Felsenthal. 


At Lock 8, near Calion, water is less 


than a .foot from the top of the gov- 
ernment found, and probably will 
overrun the dump Wednesday. Work- 
ers there are prepared to stick to their 
station until the water rises at least 
three feet more—a rise that is not ex- 
pected. 


A score of oil wells near Smackover 


are under backwater from Smackover 
creek, and oil workers Tuesday pre- 
dicted that the heavy rise expected 
Wednesday will flood 200 wells.'

Tallahatchie Overflow Is 


Likely to Be Prolonged 


by Near Cloudburst 


GLENDORA, Miss. — (>P) — Heavy 


rains, general Monday night and Tues- 
day over the northern half of Missis- 
sippi, threatened to prolong indefi- 
nitely the Tallahatchie river flood and 
to swell other rivers.' 
. 


The rain measured 
from a little1 


over an inch at Natchez to 3.21 inches 
at Greenville. Swan Lake, in the 
center of the Tallahatchie river flood 
valley, had a 2.90 inch rain up to 7 
Tuesday morning. 


Accompanying winds caused minor 


damage in sections of Mississippi, a 
rather severe storm striking Jackson 
today, and for a time almost paralyz- 
ing trafic and communication. 


Pearl river at Jackson began swell- 


ing to a menacing stage, climbing 
nearly a foot in three hours and ris- 
ing rapidly. The precipitation at Jack- 
son registered 2.68 inches up to 10 a. 
m.The heavy rains caused R, T. Lind- 
ley government weather observer at 
Vicksburg, to issue new river warn- 
ings. 


The Tallahatchie and Yazoo rivers, 


Mr. Lihdley said, would rise for an in- 
definite period. The Tallahatchie rose 
overnight one tenth of a foot at Swan 
Lawe to reach 34.5 feet, 


The Yazoo river rose 
four-tenths 


foot at Greenwood to 36.7 feet, while 
at Yazoo City a three-tenths foor rise 
was registered. 


The Mississippi river at Vicksburg 


rose four-tenths of a foot, reaching, 
37.8 feet. Flood stage at Vicksburg is 
45 feet.

AMES, Iowa.—In an effort to de- 


velop disease and drouth-resisting 
corn, scientists of Iowa State College 
experimented with thousands of plants 
during 1931 in an interesting program 
of cross-breeding. 


On the agronomy farm here hun- 


dreds of strains were tested and thou- 
sands of plants were tended as care- 
fully as a livestock breeder cares for 
his prize-winning bull. 


One step in developing a new strain 


is the self-pollination of the corn 
plant. The field on the agronomy 
farm contained between 15,000 and 
20,000 self -pollinated plants—"selfs," 
as they are known—the past season, 
and a total of nearly 30,000 selfs and 
crosses of various strains. 


Under the direction of Dr. M. T. 


Jenkins, agronomist from the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, many in- 
bred lines have been crossed to make 
hybrids. Others are still to be tested 
and many others inbred lines are 
planned to afford material for seeking 
better strains of com. 


Faper Bag Used 


The system used in the self-pollina- 


tion of corn is interesting. A small 
bag is placed over the ear before the 
silks appear. When the tassels start 
to shed pollen a bag is placed over 
them and the pollen is transferred to 
the silks of the same plant. The bag 
is.left over the ear until the pollina- 
tion stage is past. 


The object of this "selfing" is to iso- 


late lines which will breed true. From 
six to eight years are required to pro- 
duce uniform lines and fix their char- 
acters. The work at this station has 
been going on for nine years and the 
older lines are now uniform.

After a good hybrid is found i 


must be grown for several years tc 
determine its yielding ability, whethc 
or not it will stand drouth, whethe 
the plants will stand up in a win 
and other facts. 


If the new hybrid shows promise o 


being valuable some of the seed i 
given to farmers to grow under farm 
field conditions to test it further. I 
it still shows sufficient promise it 
parents will be distributed so hybrk 
seed can be produced on a commercia 
basis. 


Four hybrids were distributed las 


year for tesling on farms and two o 
three of them probably will be plac 
ed farms again next year. 


Appreciable Yield Increase 


Dr. E. W. Lindstrom, head of th 


genetics department, who also has 
done corn breeding work for several 
years, has found that by hybridizing 
Krug, a standard variety, with an in- 
bred line he can increase Ihe yield an 
average of 10 lo 12 per cent over the 
standard variety, some years obtaining 
an aincreasc of 25 to 30 per cent. 


There is no question but thai yields 


can be increased by hybridizing, thua 
permilting more corn to be raised per 
acre and the rest of the land put to 
some other use. But the mere fact 
that a corn is hybrid means nothing; 
there are good hybrids is betler un- 
derstood there are likely lo be many 
worlhless hybrids on the market, plant 
breeders say.
